THREE LIVES SACRIFICED. 


and Many Narrow Escapes— 

Accidents and Incidents of 
the Flood — Homeless 
People Cared for. 


Los ANGELES suffered yesterday the 
{garth severe flood recorded here in 
¢wenty-four years. The Los Angeles 
fiver, swollen by the heavy rains of Bun- 


mountains, became an irresistible tor- 
pent, sweeping away bridges and ipun- 
dating a large part of the lowlands in 
the south-central part of the city. Not 
jes than two thousand acres of 
land, devoted to homes, orchards 
rineyards, were flooded. 
Upon the larger part of this ter- 
“titory the damage is inconsiderable, as 

ie waters spread so widely that they 
lost their destroying force. But in the 
gore circumscribed area between Aliso 


meet and First, and broadening from river 


the point of overflow to a width of two 
diy blocks, the full strength of the car- 
gent was experienced. This section 
was occupied mainly by small frame 
houses which had sprang up since the 
flood of February, 1884, when the place 
wu swept ina similar manner. The 
food of yesterday, it is claimed, rose 
two feet higher than that of 1884. and 
the greater suddenness of its coming 
the damage proportionately 
enter. Some of the buildings were 
et away entirely and the ground 
upon which they had stood was swept 
gwayafter them. Other buildings were 
floated down and lodged, and still 
others were undermined and tilted over. 
Up to this hour three deaths are 
knewn to have occurred as the result of 
the food.

NOT A VERY SAFE LANDING PLACE. 

The rushing waters were on 
hand, and the men were in imminent 
danger of being washed away at any 
moment. A crowd collected on the 
river bank, manifesting a keen interest 
in the imperiled men. Vain efforts 
were made to pass a rope to them, but 
nobody was able to give them any sub-

OTHER DESTRUCTION. 

It was half-past 8 o'clock when the 
shipwrecked street-car passengers 
reached terra firma, and, before that 
time, a section of about sixty feet of 
the Downey avenud bridge, near the 

east end, bad gone out with a crash. 

Then ‘the San Gabriel Valley depot, 
whose support had been melted away, 
toppled over and dove into the river. It 
floated for a moment, intact, till it reached 
the Downey. avenue bridge, when it 
ee and a hundred feet of the 
ridge went to pot with it. A part of 
the depot timbers lodged below, near 
the anchored street car. Later ia the 
day, when the flood had partially sub- 
sided, the depot safe was found there, 
partly buried in sand. It was dug up 
and the contents rescued, not much 
damaged. 

At a point just below the Downey 
avenue bridg*, on the west side, the 


FIRST BROKE OVER ITS BANKS, 
running across the lands occupied 
fork, and thence. making its way 
through the Hollenbeck tract, occupied 
mostly by small dwellings. Neidt's 
Soap Factory was provided with a bulk 
head formed of casks filled with rocks, 
and i in solid phalanx about 
the building. This bulkhead resisted 
the encroachment of the water, 
even became stronger as the sand 
banked up against it. 

The overflow was not very destructive 
in this section, aa the full 1 of the 
current was diverted into the opposite 
bank, On the east side, a Mexican 
cabin was carried off, and the fortunes 
of a German, who had recently located 
on the river bank and paid $600 for two 
lots, upon which to build a bath house, 
were wrecked. Both building and land 

were incontinently taken down the 
stream. 

THE SECOND BRIDGE 

of the Southern Pacific Railroad, which 
spans the river at this point, was badly 
crippled, a section near the middle 
sinking down to medium-water line. 

The incoming train from the East, 
arriving at 2 p. m., stopped on the east 
side, and some of "the passengers man- 
aged to craw! across. 

HOLLENBECK AND SABICHI TRACTS. 

An inspection of this locality showed 
considerable damage from the overflow, 
bat no buildings actual! y washed away. 
In St. John’s street, Wm. Mayo lost 
822 yards of fence and had his 

use damaged. Wm. Holly suffered 
damages to the extent of $100. 

In Georgia street two houses owned 
by Mrs. Brown, and unoccupied, were 
damaged. 

In Leroy street a strong current was 
running at noon. 

In Blume street, No. 74, the souther- 
most house, had five feet of water on 
the floor. Mr. Noll. at No. 72, enffered 
considerable loss in damaged furniture. 
Richard No. 70, was damaged 
to the extent of $300. His chickens 
were drowned. At No. 66, Mies H. 8. 
McLellan and sister lost $500. Of 
their effects they saved only the clothes 
they had on. Kautz, No. 50; Evarts, 46, 
and Curran, 64, were al all flooded and 
damaged. 

In Ann street Joe Juaneme's house 


NOT VERY TUREULENT, 
and, without washing away any build- 
ings, passed on, inundating the Sherer 
place, the Cline place and other prop- 
erties contiguous. Encountering an 
impassable barrier in the graded ap- 
proach to the Macy street bridge, a 
good share of the overflowing waters 


-| were here turned back into the bed of 


the stream. At this point the channel 
is narrower than at any other along the 
river after it issues from the hills, and 
here the troubled waters lashed 
themselves into fury. The middie pier 
of the bridge was undermined and sank 
about three feet, making a correspond- 
ing sag in the superstructure. But the 
old ‘‘covered’’ brid ed the city’s 
stand-by, after all. It.farnished yes- 
terday, and is now, the only means of 
crossing the river. Transit was barred, 
however, a good share of the time 
yesterday, as it was thought the bridge 
was not safe and might go down at any 
minate. Pedestrians who chose to 
chance it were allowed to pass, and, late

A STRICKEN SECTION. 
Where the Greatest Damage was 


The portion of the flooded district in 
which the worst effects of the overflow 


were felt was that section bounded by | , 


Alameda, Georgia and Macy streets, 
which includes First, Guadalupe, Ban- 
ming, Turner, Sepulveda, Duacommun, 
Sainsevain, Aliso, Lazard, Weill, Rose, 
Hewitt, Garey, Center, Vignes, Amelia 
and Lafayette streets. This portion of 
the city is deosely populated with small 
homes, and nearly all were overflowed 
and near the river more or less 
The Aliso tract hes within this boun- 
‘ary, and here it was during the flood 
of 1884 that about thirty-five houses 
were washed away, and Front street, 
which lee directly along the 
official river bed, was entirely 
obliterated. The amount of suf- 
fering caused in this district by 
the disastrous flood of two years ago 
wili be remembered by all who were 
residents of the city at that time; and 
while the citizens did all that was pos- 
sible for the unfortunate people at that 
time, stili a large proportion were left 
with. little more than the desolate, 
wax ed-ont spot that they had once 
on led home. Most of these owners in 
the Atiso tract, pear the river-bed, made 
ap their minds at that time that they 
would) make no further effort to re- 
establish their homes, but the action of 
the’ muricipal authorities in build- 
ing a so called levee encotraged 
hem to once more, and 
quite a number of new houses were 
pat up by persons whose limited means 
did not justify the expenditure, while 


many more made improvements, under | & 


the assurance that they would be pro- 
tected in the future. These people 
have once more seen their property 
devastated, and if there ever was a 
time for the charitable people of this 
city to open their hearts and their 
purses, it is in these cases. 
STATEMENT OF AN. EYER WITNESS. 

The people of the Aliso tract retired 
ou Monday night feeling some uneasi- 
ness as to the river, but still hoping that 
nothing serious would occur. “As the 
rain poured down io torrents the roar- 
iug of the rising river did not tend to 
calm them, but when about 11 o'clock, 
the storm ceased and the clouds broke, 
they felt easier, as they thought the 
worst was over.

DROWNING OF TWO PERBONS.

THE DAMAGE TO PROPERTY. 

At about 730 a. m. a reporter of the 
Times, who had been aronsed by the 
ringing of the alarm bells and the blow 
ing of steam-whistles, hastened to the 
scene of the disaster. Even at that 
early bour the streets 1 crowded 
with people, and eve n was 

essed into service in the district he - 
ow Alameda street. People were 
anxiously inquiring for the safety of 
friends, loads of furniture were being 
hauled out, and flood sufferers, many 
of them wet to the skin, in their des- 

effort to escape, were to be seen 
uuddléd together in places provided by 
the many citizens who threw open their 
doors to all who needed relief. Alameda 
street was practically a river about three 
feet in depth, and down Sainsevain and 
Ducommun streets came streams which 
materially increased the flow. But 
at Alameda, corner of First street, 
awelled by the current which came 
down the latter thoroughfare, there was 
a raging torrent. Teams with great 
| difficulty crossed bere, and yet mach 
effvctive work was done. 

All the streets east of Alameda street 
were more or less under water, and some 
were nothing more than branch rivers, 
tha streams being from two to five feet 
in depth. The Macy street, or, as it is 
better known, the covered bridge, was 
found to be all right, but the tremen- 
dous torrent and the debris piled 
agninst it soon caused it to sag, aud it 
sunk in the center between three and 
four feet. It was in about the same 
condition it was at the last flood, and 
certainly bore the strain well, It be- 
came necessary to forbid all persons 
from driving over it with teams, and thas 
the only means to get to the east side 
was on foot. The structure shook occa- 
siovally as the great waves struck it, 
aud probably nothing could have saved 
it from going down had the river not 
commenced falling. The current rashed 
under the bridge and struck with great 
force, rebounding and striking the 
opposite bank, The remnants of the 
municipal levee soon disappeared, and 
nothing was left but the soft sand 
banks, which were cut away as if with a 
knife. The Aliso street burse railroad 
bridge Was the first to succumb to the 
acenmaulated debris and the rush of 
water, and the —— portion of i: 
was washed away. The approach to 
the Aliso street pablic bridge was then 
cut away for about 250 feet on 


the western side of the river, 
but the bridge itself was not 
damaged at all. The First street 


bridge was treated in a similar manner, 


the a aches on both sides being cut 
away, but the structure itself was not 
damaged. Towards morning Officer 


Fonck was on duty in the neighborhood 
of First street, just before the river had 
cut away the bank. A Spanish woman, 
terrified at the rapidly rising waters, 
made an attempt to cross the bridge. 

Fonck, seeing her danger, rushed to the 
rescue, bat before he could get her 
across, the approaches on both sides 
were out off. He remained on the 
bridge several hours, until the river re- 
ceded and he was able to swim his 
horse ashore, while hie charge was 
helped across by the tance of men 
who came to the rescue. 

INDIVIDUAL LOSSES. 

On the Aliso tract the work of de- 
struction proceeded. A store belonging 
to Mrs. Dunn, a sufferer by the flood of 
1884, was floated -from the corner of 
Center and Weill streets to Firat street, 
and both store and contents (a stock of 
groceries) were almost ruined. The 
loss is estimated at $2500. Two houses 
belonging to Mrs. Moore, one 
on Weill street and one on Turner street, 
were carried away, abd three small 
houses on Center street belonging to 
Alfred Moore, her husband, also floated 
off. Mr. Moore was a heavy sufferer by 
the flood of 1884, anil this second loss 
comes very hard upon him. He states 
tbat his total loss this time will reach 


3000. 

Mr. Bonfillio, an Italian, was pre- 
paring to start an extensive laundry on 
Center street, and had the framework 
for a building already up. This build- 
ing and a quantity of Jumber and other 
material on the ground was washed 
nway. Loss about $1500. Two small 
houses on First street, belonging to 
Swedes, their names no one seeming to 
know, were washed away.

Los Angeles river has again over- 
leaped its banks, rausing serious de- 
struction to life ang property. The 
flood of early Tuesday morning, of 
which the details are graphically given 
elsewhere in to-day's Truss, is in some 
respects as serjous as that of February, 

Bridges have been carried away, 
railroad tracks wrecked, water mains 
tevered, sand-banks’ ‘‘busted,” levees 
leveled, a depot demolished, lands, 
orchards and vineyards overflowed, 
houses swept from their foundations, 
and at least three human lives sacrificed. 
by the devouring element. 

The river front presents a sorry and 

gad spectacle. 

Many unfortunate people, driven from 
their homes on the lowlands are throwa 
upon the charity of the public, but we 

: are glad to be able to say they are being 
cared {or as well as the exigencies of the 
situation, caused by the suddenness of 
the calamity, will admit of. The Tab- 
ernacle, so recently erected and dedi- 
cated to the service of the God 
of the poor and the fatherless, has been 
opened to the homeless ones, and serves 
well the purpose ofa temporary shelter. 
Other charitabie homes have 
been opened to the needy; 
public and private aid is being extended: 
and there will be no *

This last flood is another warning to 
the people and the authorities of Los 
Angeles.
